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Tributes paid to friends 
killed on drive to work 


HEARTFELT tributes have 
been paid to two young engi¬ 
neers - one of whom was due 
to get married this spring - 
who were killed in a collision 
on their way to work. 

Tim Wildbore, 24, and An¬ 
drew Thornewell, 28, were 
travelling in an Austin Mini 
when it was in collision with 
two other cars and a lorry on 
the A10 at Brandon Creek, near 
Littleport. 

The crash happened at 
around 6.45am last Wednes¬ 
day and Mr Wildbore, of Vic¬ 
toria Street, Littleport, and 
Mr Thornewell, of Hollendale 
Walk, Ely, were both pro¬ 
nounced dead at the scene. 

Both men worked for R J 
Herbert Engineering in Marsh¬ 
land St James, near Wisbech. 

Mr Thornewell was due to 
marry his fiancee in May. 

Chairman of the firm, Rod 
Herbert, said: “We are a family 
business which works closely 
together - their loss is a huge 
shock to everyone. 

“I was fortunate to work with 
them both on many occasions 
on design solutions for the air¬ 
port sector. 
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“They proved themselves to 
be very talented engineers. It 
is a tragedy and we all pray for 
their dear families at this time.” 

The company said that Mr 
Wildbore and Mr Thornewell 
specialised in the airport sec¬ 
tor of the business. 

The firm said: “During their 
time at Herbert, they both 
produced excellent quality de¬ 
signs, showing great attention 
to detail, innovation and crea¬ 
tivity. 

“Tim and Andrew had 
worked for the business for 
two years as project design 
engineers and their individual 
characters had shone through 
in this time. Both men had lov¬ 
ing families and fulfilling inter¬ 
ests outside work.” 

Mr Wildbore enjoyed sailing 
and rowing at the Isle of Ely 
Rowing Club where he was a 
junior coach. Also in his spare 
time, he used his engineering 
skills to restore classic cars. 

According to the firm he was 
originally from Berkshire and 
leaves behind a close and lov¬ 


ing family and girlfriend. 

The company said Mr 
Thornewell was originally from 
Kent and that he moved to the 
area to be closer to his fiancee. 

A keen Gillingham FC fan, he 
also had many interests includ¬ 
ing karting and was honoured 
with the Harrod UK prize for 
excellence in sports engineer¬ 
ing on completing his degree 
at Sheffield Hallam University. 

Nick Herbert, managing di¬ 
rector of the company, said: “I 
had the pleasure of employing 
Tim and Andrew. 

“They were absolute gentle¬ 
men, with great senses of hu¬ 
mour and were hugely popular 
employees. We are immensely 
proud of them and shall miss 
them.” 

The Mini was in collision 
with a green Volkswagen Pas¬ 
sat, and another car and a lorry 
then crashed at the scene. 

The driver of the Passat, a 
27-year-old man from King’s 
Lynn, suffered serious injuries 
and was taken to Queen Eliza¬ 
beth Hospital in King’s Lynn.

Callum, 17, to 
cycle the globe 



INSPIRATIONAL fundraiser 
Callum Fairhurst is gearing 
up for his biggest and most 
testing challenge to date - a 
cycle ride around the world. 

Callum, 17, has an¬ 
nounced that he is going to 
be cycling across the globe 
this summer in memory of 
his brother, Liam. 

Liam was just 10 years 
old when he was diagnosed 
with cancer. He sadly lost 
his battle with the disease 
in 2009, but during that 
time he raised a staggering 
£340,000 for children’s can¬ 
cer charities. 

Not long after his death, 
the Fairhurst family, from 
Soham, launched the Liam 
Fairhurst Foundation, 
which supports young peo¬ 
ple in the UK affected by 
cancer, disabilities and ill¬ 
nesses. 

Callum, a former Soham 
Village College pupil who 
is now studying A-levels 
at Long Road Sixth Form 
College in Cambridge, has 
raised thousands of pounds 
for the foundation by doing 
everything from skydives to 
rowing challenges. 

But in luly, a couple of 
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days after he has finished his 
exams, he will be flying out 
to Australia to embark on 
the experience of a lifetime. 

Callum, who is calling the 
challenge the ‘World Cycle’, 
said: “I’m going to be cycling 
around 18,000 miles and 
hope to achieve that within 
eight months, although that 
might be a little ambitious. 

“I’m going to start in Aus¬ 
tralia and basically cycle the 
world. I’ll be going to New 
Zealand, Indonesia, Singa¬ 
pore, Malaysia, Thailand, 
the whole of Europe and 
then Canada and the United 
States. 

“A couple of people will 
be joining me for certain 
parts of the ride but we’ll 
have no back-up vehicles or 
anything - it’ll be just us, our 
bikes and whatever we need 
to survive. 

“I first thought of this idea 
after reading about some¬ 
one equally as silly scaling 
the world in search of an 
incredible adventure, whilst 
trying to break the world 


record. A few years later the 
world cycle record stands at 
something unbelievably ri¬ 
diculous, so I’m not trying to 
beat that. 

“This journey isn’t about 
speed, its about seeing the 
world but also helping oth¬ 
ers across the countries I 
visit.” 

Callum is hoping to raise 
at least £100,000. The money 
will go to the Liam Fairhurst 
Foundation and numerous 
charities that help people 
in the countries he will be 
visiting, including Free The 
Children in India. 

He said: “Liam inspired 
me and on Thursday he 
would have celebrated his 
20th birthday. 

“In his final moments I 
made a promise to him that 
I would live a brilliant life 
and try to help others whilst 
doing it. This challenge is 
ticking both of those boxes.”

Infestation of 
mice at garage 





INFESTATION: Mice droppings and urine were found to be 
contaminating food at the service station in Witcham Toll 
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A SERVICE station has been 
fined £3,000 and ordered to 
pay £1,500 costs for breach¬ 
ing food hygiene regulations. 

Rozina Limited which 
manages the Jet Service Sta¬ 
tion in Ely Road, Witcham 
Toll, pleaded guilty to eight 
breaches of food hygiene 
regulations at Cambridge 
Magistrates’ Court last 
Thursday 

The case followed a cus¬ 
tomer complaint which was 
investigated by the Environ¬ 
mental Health Team at East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council. 

A number of food safety 
contraventions were discov¬ 
ered including placing food 
on the market that was un¬ 
safe - namely crisps, confec¬ 
tionary and peanuts due to 
contamination with mouse 
droppings and urine - and 
failure to ensure that ad¬ 
equate procedures were in 
place to control pests. 

The firm was also charged 
with failing to keep a food 


premises clean and the fail¬ 
ure of the design and con¬ 
struction of food premises 
to permit good food hygiene 
practices. 

Liz Knox, environmen¬ 
tal services manager at the 
council, said: “This success¬ 
ful prosecution came about 
as a result of a customer 
complaint that the shop had 
mice. On inspection, our of¬ 
ficers found evidence of an 
uncontrolled mice infesta¬ 
tion. 

“They found food which 
was contaminated by mice 
which was on sale to the 


general public - for example, 
they discovered crisp and 
peanut packets which had 
been gnawed and surround¬ 
ed by mice droppings. 

“Anyone running a shop 
where food is being sold has 
a responsibility to the public 
to ensure their hygiene lev¬ 
els are the best they can be. 
Clearly this was not the case 
at this establishment. 

“Taking this legal action 
is always a last resort but 
we are determined to pro¬ 
tect public safety and en¬ 
sure standards are kept high 
across the district.”

COMMUNITY TRANSPORT 

Dial a Ride folds: 
Charities ‘hopeful’ 
about new service 


TWO charity organisations 
are “hopeful” that they will 
be able to set up a replace¬ 
ment dial a ride service. 

The Fenland Association 
for Community Transport 
(FACT) and The Voluntary 
Network in Newmarket say 
they are in discussions about 
what community transport 
services they could provide 
in East Cambridgeshire when 
Ely Soham Dial a Ride folds at 
the end of March. 

As previously reported, the 
majority vote at the charity’s 
AGM on February 17 was to 
wind the organisation up 
and to transfer the service to 
FACT and The Voluntary Net¬ 
work, which run similar com¬ 
munity transport services. 

The decision has proved 
controversial among users 
and staff at the Witchford- 
based charity, which has 
been running for 12 years, 
and the trustees have been 
accused of not allowing 
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members to have enough say. 

But speaking last week, 
Ruth Rogers, its chair, insist¬ 
ed the decision was a “ma¬ 
jority vote by members”. She 
added: “It’s very sad. I feel for 
the members and staff. 

“Sadly, I think it is inevita¬ 
ble that some staff will lose 
their jobs but I am confident 
that the Fenland Association 
for Community Transport 
and The Voluntary Network 
in Newmarket will work to¬ 
gether to provide a similar 
service to Dial a Ride in the 
Ely area.” 

District councillors Gareth 
and Pauline Wilson, who 
represent Haddenham ward, 
have been campaigning for 
more funding for Dial a Ride 
for years, and say they are 
“very sad”. 

However, Mr Wilson has 


been elected onto the board 
of trustees and Mrs Wilson 
said: “Gareth wants to make 
sure that the transfer of the 
service is carried out prop¬ 
erly and that our vulnerable 
adults are not left high and 
dry without any transport, 
and confined to staying 
home every day for the rest of 
their lives.” 

Caroline Robinson, man¬ 
ager of The Voluntary Net¬ 
work in Newmarket, said: 
“We are now in discussions 
with FACT about the future of 
dial a ride services in the Ely 
area. 

“We operate a similar ser¬ 
vice in our areas so I am 
hopeful we will be able to 
provide similar to what Ely 
Soham Dial a Ride did.” 

Speaking about the deci¬ 
sion to close the charity, Mr 
Wilson said: “It was a very sad 
day, but although we have 
lost the organisation we have 
hopefully saved the service.”

LAST year the Tory administration at 
the county council announced cuts to 
the grant to Dial a Ride coupled with 
refusing to pay for bus passes used 
and restrictions to Dial a Ride bus 
contracts. 

The Tory administration at East 
Cambs cut the discretionary business 
rate grant having some years ago cut 
the direct grant. 

The trustees of Dial a Ride panicked 
and instead of coming back 
fighting, gave up. They decided 
not to replace their manager and 
announced that Dial a Ride would 
close on March 31. They failed to 
apply for extra grants or contracts 
and allowed key staff to leave. When 
members phoned to renew their 
membership, they were told that 
the organisation was about to close 
down, so it is not surprising that 
nearly half the 700 members had not 
renewed. 

When the Dial a Ride AGM 
came on Tuesday, February 1 7, the 
organisation had been destroyed. 

Ruth Rogers, the chairman, explained 
to the packed meeting that they had 
to vote to close ESDAR or all the 
trustees would resign en bloc and 
Peter Dawes would take over. Peter 
Dawes, local businessman, then 
spoke, but it was apparent when 
questioned from the floor that he 
would not continue the Dial a Ride 


service as we know it. 

Cllr Pauline Wilson asked why 
the confusing special resolutions did 
not give an option to keep Dial a 
Ride going. Pauline explained that 
the service was vital to many elderly 
and disabled people, a lifeline that 
enabled them to get to shops, other 
services and to go on excursions, 
rather than being prisoners in their 
own home. 

When Fred Langford rose to speak, 
he was greeted by warm applause 
recognising his wonderful work 
building up the Dial a Ride service 
over his many years as manager until 
his retirement. He was so upset by 
the way the trustees had allowed 
the organisation to be destroyed by 
inaction over the last six months that 
he was unable to speak and his wife 
had to read his notes. The chairman 
tried to prevent her speaking, but the 
membership insisted by cries of "let 
her speak" and "No" to the chairman 
who was trying to stop any more 
debate and call an immediate vote. 

I explained how disappointed I 
was that the trustees had failed to 
fight and that I had come to the AGM 
intending to vote against the closure. 
However, it was now too late to save 
the ESDAR organisation, but it was 
essential to keep the Dial a Ride 
service to elderly residents in East 
Cambs. The trustees had proposed a 
special resolution that ESDAR should 
close on March 31.1 proposed an 
amendment to the special resolution, 
which insisted that closure could only 
happen when an alternative Dial a 
Ride service was in place. 

This amendment was approved 
and the amended resolution was 
then passed by the necessary 75% 
vote. A second resolution was then 
passed to transfer the service to FACT 
and VN the Dial a Ride organisations 
in Fenland and Newmarket. 

I was then elected onto the board 
of trustees to make sure that the 
transfer of the service was carried out 
properly. 

This was a very sad day - 
but although we have lost the 
organisation we have hopefully saved 
the service.

We fought hard 

YOU will recall my last letter about 
Ely & Soham Dial a Ride, where I 
said I hope it is not too little, too 
late! This was regarding the funding 
of £15,000 from East Cambs District 
Council to help try and save the 
service. 

Cllr Gareth Wilson and I attended 
the Ely & Soham Dial a Ride AGM 
on Tuesday, February 17, intending 
to vote against the proposals to 
close Dial a Ride. We arrived early 
because Gareth wanted to speak to 
Fred Langford, we had heard that he 
was going to get back involved with 
Dial a Ride. We said we would put 
ourselves forward for election onto 
the Dial a Ride trustees board. We 


had been told before the meeting 
that if we, the members, did not 
support the recommendations of the 
trustees they would resign en bloc; 
that was not a concern to us, our 
concern was making sure we had a 
Dial a Ride service for our elderly and 
disabled residents. 

The meeting started, there was 
only one agenda per table to share 
between 6-8 people and there 
was no microphone, people were 
calling out that they could not hear 
what was being said. The agenda 
with two special resolutions was on 
an overhead projector that members 
said they could not see to read and 
even when you could it was not 
absolutely clear what it all meant. The 
whole thing was a total sham! 

Several people spoke; I asked why 
the confusing special resolutions 
did not give an option to keep Dial 
a Ride going. I explained that the 
service was vital to many, a lifeline 
that enabled them to get to the 
shops, and other services and to go 
on excursions, rather than being 
prisoners in their own home. 

I have since learnt that when 
members phoned to renew their 
membership, they were told that it 
was closing down on the March 31. 
All the staff had been told that no 
matter what, they would all be made 
redundant on the March 31. The 
trustees had no intentions of keeping 
ESDAR going! 

Ruth Rodgers the chairperson 
said that if we didn't support the 
resolutions to close Dial a Ride down, 
all the trustees would resign en bloc 
and all we could have was Peter 
Dawe and there would be no help 
from FACT (Fenland Dial a Ride) or 
the Voluntary Network (Newmarket 
equivalent). She called Peter Dawe 
to the front to explain what he 
intended, but it became apparent 
when questioned that he was not 
going to provide a Dial a Ride service. 

Fred Langford got up to speak 
and was so upset he was unable 
to and passed his notes to his wife 
who proceeded to read them. Ruth 
Rodgers said it was too personal 
and tried to stop her speaking and 
there was nearly a riot with Ruth 
wanting to move to the vote and 
others still wanting to speak. Fred 
had told Gareth that he had emailed 
and offered to go in and help in the 
interim when Gillian Leeper, the 
chief exec, had left and the only 
reply he received back was to thank 
him for his email. Fred Langford was 
the chief exec and had retired three 
years earlier. Fred had visited Dial 
a Ride recently and was astounded 
to find that a lot of staff had already 
left under the threats of closure and 
it became obvious to him that the 
service had been run down and was 
now beyond recovery particularly 
without all the staff. 

We found our hands were tied and 
our concerns were that the elderly 
and disabled still needed a service. 
Gareth did not like the resolution as 
it stood and had to ask four times for 
an amendment to be added after the 
wording, to close on the March 31 
or as soon as possible thereafter "so 
long as FACT (Fenland Dial a Ride) or 
The Voluntary Network (Newmarket 
Dial a Ride) had put in place an Ely & 
Soham Dial a Ride service". 

When Gareth had questioned Jo 
Philpott, the manager from FACT 
(Fenland Dial a Ride), she said 
they could have the service up and 


running on the April 1. Gareth was 
the only person elected onto the 
board of trustees; he wants to make 
sure that the transfer of the service 
is carried out properly and our 
vulnerable adults are not left high and 
dry without any transport.

Change needed 

FROM my house in Sutton I can see 
across the Fens. At this time many of 
the fields look tidy and bare. Several 
years ago it would have gladdened 
me but now it makes me very sad. 
Farming practices must change. It's 
no longer about sustainability. It's 
about regeneration. 

Our soils are dead. Increased use of 
pesticides and chemicals has killed off 
all the beneficial micro-organisms in 
the soil. 

Apparently there are approximately 
3,000 insect pests in the world that 
eat crops and harm livestock. For 
each one of these pests there are 
around 3,000 beneficial insects. 
Spraying wipes out the whole insect 
community. 

Billions of pounds are spent 
every year to combat pests but, 
unfortunately, the bad bugs develop 
resistance to the poison creating 
super pests. 

Ploughing seems a harmless activity 
but nothing in nature repeatedly and 
regularly turns over the soil to the 
specified plow depth of 15-20cm. 
Therefore neither plants nor soil 
organisms have evolved or adapted 
to this drastic perturbation. Heavy

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machinery compacts the soil even 
more, requiring deeper plowing to 
loosen the soil. As greater volumes of 
soil are churned up and exposed to 
the air, the soil carbon meets oxygen, 
combines with it to form C02 and 
departs for the upper atmosphere. 
Animal husbandry also upsets 
the carbon balance. Before 
domestication, animals roamed the 
land eating the tops of grasses and 
other plants and at the same time 
depositing loads of enriching manure. 
They never stayed in one place for 
too long. We now have fenced off 
herds which graze right down to bare 
ground. This has halted the biological 
process that had created stores of 
carbon in the first place. 

Soils rich in carbon buffer against 
both drought and flood. When there 
is rainfall the soil absorbs and holds 
water instead of letting it puddle and 
run off. Healthy soil is also rich in 
tiny organisms, an amazing billion in 
a teaspoon - that can disarm toxins 
and pollutants that soak into the soil 
through the rain. 

No other natural process steadily 
removes such vast amounts of 
carbon dioxide from the atmosphere 
as photosynthesis and no human 
scheme to remove it can do so on a 
vast scale with any guarantee of safety 
or without great expense.

Inquest into 
sad death of

Plans to merge 
police services 


PLANS aimed at safeguarding 
frontline police services in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire have moved another 
step closer. 

The police and crime commis¬ 
sioners and chief constables for 
police forces in Cambridgeshire, 
Bedfordshire and Hertfordshire 
agreed last week to collaborate 
key police departments across 
all three regions. 

The forces will look at the col¬ 
laboration of firearms and ex¬ 
plosives licensing and human 
resources, which includes learn¬ 
ing and development. 

Police chiefs say the move will 
enable all three forces to “reduce 
the impact the budget cuts will 
have on frontline policing” and

“make existing processes more 
streamlined”. 

Under the proposals, the two 
existing firearms and explo¬ 
sives licensing units, serving the 
three counties, will become one 
shared function based at either 
one or two sites. The final pro¬ 
posal will be determined in the 
coming months. 

The three forces are also con¬ 
sidering the introduction of new 
technologies to help streamline 
processes further. These include 
an e-commerce system that 
would enable people to apply 


for their firearms and explosives 
licences online. 

By 2019, it is hoped that more 
services will have been merged, 
which the forces say will save 
around £23 million. 

Chief Constable Simon Parr 
said: “The operational and fi¬ 
nancial advantages of joining 
specialist units together have al¬ 
ready been proven by units such 
as major crime and roads polic¬ 
ing. 

“Joining up these teams will 
enable us to deliver even more 
coordinated and efficient servic¬ 
es across the three forces. 

“They will also help sustain lo¬ 
cal policing which is key to fight¬ 
ing crime in Cambridgeshire.”

Plans on target 
for flood-hit road 


PROPOSALS on how the in¬ 
famous Welney Wash Road 
flooding issues could be re¬ 
solved should be ready this 
spring. 

MP Steve Barclay who has 
backed a campaign to stop 
drivers facing long detours 
when the road is closed for 
months at a time during the 
winter, has welcomed news 
that data-gathering activi¬ 
ties are on target. 

In an update on the feasi¬ 
bility work being carried out 
on proposals to raise the 
A1101 Welney Causeway, 
Dave Stephens, Norfolk 
County Council’s head of in¬ 
frastructure management, 
said work was progressing. 

He said the council 
and representatives from 
Mouchel, the infrastructure 
consultants, have met with 
the Environment Agency 
(EA) to consider modelling 
work and he said the model 
should be finalised ready for 
work to start in April. 

Mouchel has also submit¬ 
ted its proposals for carry-

ing out the flood modelling 
elements of the ‘options as¬ 
sessment work’. 

Mr Stephens said they 
will be examining other op¬ 
tions in addition to raising 
the level of the road, such 
as changes within the flood 
management regime, which 
will help build the business 
case. 

Mr Stephens said the EA 
is continuing to work with 
the Regional Flood and 
Coastal Committee to “en¬ 
sure the funding agreed for 
the project is released to the 
county council” and that he 
is “confident” this is close to 
completion. 

He said there is still a lot 
of work to do and that it will 
be “extremely tight finan¬ 
cially to complete all the 
tasks within the budget”, 
particularly the essential 
environmental impact as¬ 
sessment work which is 


required to support a busi¬ 
ness case. 

He said: “Despite all the 
challenges, everyone in¬ 
volved from all sides is en¬ 
gaging positively and I am 
confident we will deliver 
this. 

“Should the result not be 
a feasible scheme option, 
the work will still help us to 
consider whether other op¬ 
portunities can be sought 
for a solution.” 

Mr Barclay, MP for North 
East Cambridgeshire, said: 
“It is great the feasibility 
work is on target and that 
we should have a potential 
scheme to help solve this 
major problem within the 
next couple of months. 

“Drivers face long and 
costly detours when this 
road is closed due to flood¬ 
ing and the sooner we can 
find a solution the better.”

THOSE expert Antipodean 
purveyors of excellent Pink 
Floyd music - The Australian 
Pink Floyd Show (TAPFS) - are 
undertaking their annual tour 
of Britain, including a stop at 
Cambridge Corn Exchange.

W ORLD famous clarinettist 

Emma Johnson will perform 
alongside the acclaimed 
European Union Chamber Orchestra 
at Cambridge Corn Exchange as part 
of this year's Cambridge News-backed 
Cambridge Classical Concert Series. 

ANDREW BURTON spoke to 
her about studying in Cambridge, 
experimenting with jazz and how 
music has taken over her life 
Do you have many links with 
Cambridge? 

Yes, I went to Pembroke College 
and I'm an Honorary Fellow so I 
come back quite often. I'm really 
looking forward to my visit next 
month - Cambridge feels like a 
second home to me. 

What is your lingering impression 
of the city? 

I studied English literature and 


loved it, but from an early stage it 
was clear that music was going to be 
my thing. For the second part of my 
degree they allowed me to change 
and study music. It was a wonderful 
time. It was good to be surrounded 
by so many people who were good 
at music and excited by it. I tried 
conducting and also experimented 
with jazz - it was like a musical 
playground. In those days, that period 
just before everyone had mobile 
phones, if you wanted someone to 
come to your rehearsal, you had to 
cycle across the city and put a note 
on their door, so it helped keep you 
fit too! 

What inspired you to play the 
clarinet? 

I loved the sound of it. I was 
already obsessed by playing the 
recorder, which I'd had from about 


the age of 4, so when they offered 
clarinet lessons at my primary school I 
jumped at the chance. I love the fact 
that it's such a vocal instrument, it 
seems to sing. 

How do you manage to balance 
the demands of rehearsing, touring 
and recording with a personal life? 

Music is a vocation so it does rather 
take over your life. But I'm very 
fortunate to have a lovely daughter 
and, naturally, she is my priority, so I 
would always put anything to do with 
her first. She wouldn't want me to 
stop playing music and the music itself 
benefits from me having a family. 

What advice would you give to 
a young person contemplating a 
career as a professional musician? 

I would say go for it. You have 
to be really dedicated and single 
minded about it. If you really do 


your best at it, I think there are 
opportunities out there as long as you 
work hard at it. But it's not a '9 to 5' 
job. You've got to be prepared for it to 
take over your life; for it to be a way 
of life. 

What else might you have done 
with your life if you had not become 
a clarinettist? 

My other idea was to become a 
writer and was very supported by my 
English teacher at school. That's how 
I got into Cambridge to read English. 
Always at the back of my mind, I keep 
asking myself: 'When are you going to 
write that book you've never written?' 
But I never have time.

Audi Ai range gets 
three-cylinder TFSI 



WEIGHING up the pros and 
cons of petrol and diesel power 
becomes a little harder for Audi 
AI customers from today as a 
new super-frugal, 97g/km TFSI 
version of the three or five-door 
subcompact becomes available in 
the UK. 

Equipped with a characterful 
new three-cylinder engine - 
the first petrol unit with this 
configuration ever to be installed 
in an Audi model - the latest AI 
variant promises to bring 67mpg- 


plus economy, peppy performance 
and the premium hallmarks that 
distinguish every Audi within even 
easier reach with an OTR price 
starting from £14,31 5. 

The 95PS turbocharged 
three-cylinder petrol engine 
effectively replaces the 89PS 
1.2-litre four-cylinder engine 
available in the AI since launch. 

It can call on a healthy 160Nm 
of torque to propel the AI 1.0 
TFSI with standard five-speed 
manual gearbox to 62mph from 


rest in 10.9 seconds, regardless 
of whether it is powering the 
three-door or five-door Sportback 
body style. A seven-speed S tronic 
twin-clutch transmission is also 
available, and with this installed 
the acceleration time is also 
unchanged in both versions. Top 
speed is 116mph in every case. 

Equally importantly, the new 
engine can return up to 67.3mpg 
in the AI when linked to the 
standard manual gearbox, or 
64.2mpg in conjunction with the 


S tronic transmission, equating to 
C02 figures of 97g/km and 102g/ 
km respectively. Again, these 
figures apply regardless of the 
body style chosen. 

For comparison, the 1.6-litre 
TDI which retains its position 
as the most frugal option in the 
updated range now benefits from 
an economy boost from 74.3mpg 
to 80.7mpg according to the 
combined cycle test, and a C02 
reduction from 99g/km to 92g/km 
in both body styles.

Lee plots path for the 
Robins to take flight 


THERE has been little to cheer at 
the Unwin Ground this season, 
so it might come as a surprise 
to some to find those involved 
behind the scenes at Ely are full 
of optimism. 

The playing budget being 
slashed in half from the pre¬ 
vious campaign led to the 
majority of the squad departing 
in the summer, leaving manager 
Brady Stone having to build a side 
from youngsters in the reserves 
and Kershaw League players. 

Unsurprisingly, it has taken 
time for many of them to adapt 
to the rigours of life in the 
Thurlow Nunn League, Premier 
Division, with the Robins cur¬ 
rently bottom of the table and 
scrapping to avoid relegation to 
the First Division. 

Yet director of football Andrew 
Lee is the man who has been 
helping to drive the changes, 
which include reintroducing 
an under-18s team to play in 
the midweek Thurlow Nunn 
Youth League next season, and 
he feels there is a need for the 
club to reconnect with the city’s

community. 

“I think everything that has 
happened could be a blessing 
in disguise because it means the 
club has to go back to producing 
its own players,” said Lee, who 
took the job in November. 

“Eve had a lot of people say 
to me that Ely would rather pay 
£50 to a player from Cambridge 
than give a local lad who would 
be proud just to play for the club 
a chance, so we need to get rid of 
that stigma. 

“It’s essential that we have an 
under-18s team. There are a lot 
of villages with colts teams in the 
Ely area and we want to become 
a focal point for players when 
they step up.” 

Bringing back Ely’s under- 
18s side is just the first step 
in revamping the club’s youth 
system, for which Lee eventu¬ 
ally intends to have teams at 


each age group. 

Former Ely player Mark 
Leonard and Dave Beeton, who 
run Littleport Town’s success¬ 
ful under-16s team, will man¬ 
age the side and be assisted 
by Cambridge City under-16s 
manager Alan Poole. 

Lee is a keen proponent of 
producing young talent and 
wants to follow the same model 
he employed during his two 
campaigns as Soham Town 
Rangers reserves manager. 

“During my two seasons at So¬ 
ham, I brought more under-18s 
players into the side than they 
had done in the past 10 years,” 
said Lee. 

“Brady and Martin (Grey, 
Ely’s assistant manager) both 
see it the same way as me, and 
we want to get these players 
progressing from the youth 
team to the reserves and the first 
team or, if they’re good enough, 
straight into the first team.” 

Lee was originally approached 
by long-time friend Stone in 
the summer to be his assistant, 
following his decision to step 


down at Soham due to work and 
family commitments. 

But his director of football 
role allows the 31-year-old to 
combine his day-to-day life with 
the sport, and his role includes 
scouting as well as developing 
the club. 

Former Wimblington striker 
Alex Knowles is among those 
who have made the step up this 
season. 

And Lee hopes they can start 
getting back to the days of when 
relatively huge numbers used 
to flock to Ely’s old Paradise 
Ground in the centre of the city. 

“We’ve got a lot of local people 
with the club’s interests at heart 
running it now,” said Lee. 

“People have got what they 
wanted, now we need them to 
come and support us.”
